G.S.R. 972.—In exercise of the powers conferred by section 3 of the Essential 
Commodities Act, 1955 (10 of 1955), the Central Government hereby mah-'s the 
following further amendments in the Calcutta Wheat (Movement Control) Order, 
1956, namely;— 

In the said Order,— 

(1) in clause 3— 

(a) in sub-clause i'2), after the. word “whe.it”, the words “or wheat 
products” .shall be inserted; 

fb) in the opening portion cf the proviso, for the words “Provided that 
nothing contained in sub-clause ti) shell *>-p * 

wheat or wheat products and nothing contained in sub-clause (2) 
shall apply to the import of wheat”, the words “Provided that 
nothing herein contain 3d shall apply to the export or import of 
wheat or wheat products—” shall be substituted; 

t2) in clause 4(1), for the words “export of wheat or wheat products or 
the import of wheat”, the words “export or import of wheat or 
wheat products” shall be substituted.

G.S.R. 973.—In exercise of the powers conferred by section 3 of the Essential 
Commodities Act, 1955 (10 of 1955), the Central Government hereby makes the 
following amendments in the Rice (Northern Zone) Movement Control Order. 1958 
namely:— 

In the said Order,— 

1 . after clause 3, the following clause shall be inserted, namely:— 

“3A. Restrictions on Transport of Rice to or from or within the Border 
Area. —No person shall transport, attempt to transport or abet the 
transport of rice— 

(a) to any place in the border area from any place outside that area, or 

(b) from any place in the border area to any place outside that area, or 

(c) from any place in the border area to any other place in that area. 

except under and in accordance with a permit issued by the Government of the 
State of Punjab or any officer authorised by that Government in this behalf; 
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Provided that nothing^ contained herein shall apply to the transport of rice— 

(i) on Government account, or 

(ii) under and in accordance with Military Credit Notes, or 

(ill) within the same town or village in the border area, or 

(Iv) from a village In the border area to the nearest grain market (mandli 
in the State of Punjab whether such market (mandl) Is within or 
outside the border area, oi 

(v) not exceeding 20 seers in weight in the aggregate at one time by a 
bona fide resident of that area for domestic consumption, or 

(vl) not exceeding 5 seers in weight in the aggregate by a bona fide 
traveller as part of his luggage. 

Explanation .—^For the purposes of this clause, ‘border area’ means the area 
falling within the five mile belt all along the Punjab State border 
adjoining the territories of Rajasthan, Uttar Pradesh and West 
Pakistan*’; 

2. In clause 4(1) (i), for the words “export or import”, the words "export, 
Import or transport” shall be substituted
